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HYDE TO ANSWER 
FOR THE MURDER 
OF COL: SWOPE 


Doctor Who Married the Niece 
of the Multi-Millionaire 
Under Arrest 


BOND FOR $50,000 MADE 
AND HYDE 1S RELEASED 


It Is Charged That Colonel 
Swope Died in Agony After 
Taking Capsule Given by Dr. 
Hyde — Plot to Murder All 


of the Swope Heirs Is gl 


leged. 


Kansas City, February 10-—<As a 
climax to the lengthy investigation of 
the mysterious death of Colonel Thomas 
H. Swope, on October 3, 1909, Dr. B. C. 
Hyde, husband of the late millionaire’s 
niece, was arrested here today charged 
with the murder of the aged philan- 


thropist. 

The warrant upon which the arrest 
was made was issued at the. request 
of Attorney John G. Paxton, executor 
of the Swope estate. First-degree mur- 
der is charged. The warrant says that 
Dr. Hyde, with felonious intent, ad- 
ministered strychnine to Colonel Swope 
on the day of his death. 

Across the back of the complaint 
filed by Mr. Paxton asking for a war- 
rant, Prosecutor Virgil Conkling wrote 
above his signature: “I hereby indorse 


this complaint.” 

Dr. Hyde surrendered quietly. He 
learned that a warrant was being 
sought, and, with his attorneys, went 
to the prosecutor's office to await the 
return of Mr. Conkling. He submitted 
to arrest without demanding to hear 
the warrant read. From here the party 
went to Independence, Mo., where Dr. 
Hyde was arraigned before Justice Ww. 
F. Loar. The physician pleaded not 
guilty. He was released on @ bond of 
$50,000. His preliminary hearing was 
set for February 17. 

Dr. Hyde Very Calm. 

The calmest man in the justice's 
office in Independence was Dr. Hyde. 
While attorneys busied themselves 
making out the papers in the case, and 
while. the few spectators whispered 
loudly and vied with one another for 
a view of the accused physician, he sat 
near County Marshal Joel B. Mayes, 
who made the arrest, and read a paper 
that told of the developments in the 
Swope investigation. 

“By the way, Mr. Mayes,” he said, 
foidine up the paper, “I wish you 
would call up my house and have my 
wife informed that I will be home for 
dinner. will be worrying about 
me.” 

Just as soon as bond was ac- 
cepted. Dr. Hyde hurried to his home. 

The arrest followed quickly after 
Judge Ralph S. Latshaw called a grand 
jury today to investigate the death of 
Colonel Swope. Prosecutor Conkling 
made a request for a jury. 

Ry dismissing his libel suit for $600,- 
000 against Attorney John M. Paxton, 
Dr. Frank L. H@ll and Dr. Edward J. 
Stewart today, Dr. Hyde re- 
moved himself from the range of at- 
tormeys who have been using every 
legal means known to get his deposi- 
tions in the case. One suit for $100,000 
is still pending against Attorney Pax- 
ton. It alleges slander. ~ 

History of the Swope Case. 

The death of Colonel Thomas H. 
Swope on October 3 last was attended 
by circumstances which mystified the 
millionaire’s family and close friends. 
Dr, Hyde, who had treated Colonel 
Swope during his last hours, signed 
the death certificate, giving apcplexy 
as the cause of his demise. 

When in December an epidemic of 
typhoid fever raged in the 
housé@hold, during which eight persons 
were stricken, and one, Chrisman 
Swope, died underconditionsthat caus- 
ed much apprehension among the at- 
tending nurses, John Paxton, the exec- 
utor, and Mrs. Logan Swope, mother of 
Chrésman, instituted a vigorous inves- 
tigation. 

Dr. Eéward L. Stewart came forward 
with the statement that on November 
10, Dr. Hyde had secured from him an 
active typhoid culture. After Dr. 
Stewart had divulged this information, 
Dr. Hyde was placed under constant 
surveillance of detectives. 

Dr. Stewart, in telling his story to 
the attorneys of the Swope estate and 
to Prosecutor Virgil Conkling, ex- 
piained that a typhoid culture consist- 
ed of a test tube filled with a media 
on which the typhoid bacteria lived. 
This media was covered with a heaithy 
xrowth of bacteria. The test tube 
given Dr. Hyde, he said, contained an 
aigai media and millions of the minute 
typhoid bacteria 

illness of Dr. Hyde. 

December 20, Dr. Hyde himself suf- 
fered an attack stated to be typhoid 
fever, which added to the complications 
of the case. Dr. Stewart later sup- 
plied the prosecuting attorneys with 
seme interesting evidence bearing on 
lor. Hyde's ilinéss. 

“When Dr. Hyde became ill,” said 
Dr. Stewart, “I was asked to make an 
examination of his blood for typhoid. 
tie asked that I make the midia! test. 
This will show typhoid fever even if 
the subject whose blood is examined 
suffered from the disease several years 
b« fore. An examination of the blood 
of Dr. Hyde showed a faint trace of 
t} phoid. | 
“T then asked permission to make 
the culture test. This is an absolute

Consequences of Supreme Court 
Decision in Qil and Tobacco 
~ Gases Feared, 


TAFT 1S. DETERMINED 
TO HEW TO THE LINE’ 


President Lets It Be Known 
That He Will Not Be Swerved 
by Flurries in Wall Street. 
Court Decision Fraught With 
Grave Financial and Political 
Consequences. 


Weehington, February 19.—A con- 
ference which was held at the white 
house last night between President 
Taft and Senator Aldrich, was only 
the forerunner of others in the near 
future, the outcome of which probably 
will be the early issue through some 
appropriate channel of a statement 
dealing with the possible conse- 
quences, financial, industrial and po- 
litical, hanging upon the decision of 
te supreme court of the United 
States in the pending cass of the 
American Tobacco Company and the 
Standard Of1 Company. The former 
has been argued and is now in the 
hands of the court; the latter has been 
advanced and set for argument on 
March 14. 

Sabject of Conference. 

The immediate Subject of last 
night’s conference between the presi- 
dent and Mr. Aldrich was the perfect- 
ing the administration’s proposed 
amendments to the interstate com- 
merce law, but the effects of the su- 
preme cotrt’s decisions in the tobacco 
and Standard Oil cases were discussed 
also to some extent, and will be fur- 
ther discussed after Senator Aldrich’s 
return from New York on Monday, 
whither he went this morning. 

Meantim the president will speak 
in New York Saturday evening on 
the subject, it is said, of... “Party 
Pledges and How They Should Be 
Kept,” and he is attempting no con- 
cealment or modification of his inten- 
tion to madke the decision of the su- 
preme court the guide of thé govern. 
ment’s action in regard to corpora- 
ticns charged with violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

He makeg it plain to all inquirers 
that he has in nowise changed his 
view of what, in his messagé to con- 
gress, he described as his duty and 
his purpose to investigate the conduct 
of all trusts, and will not be swerved 
therefrom by rumors or flurries or 
other manifestations in “Wall street.” 

The general impression here is that 
the proposed federal incorporation law 
will not be passed at the present ses- 
Sion of congress. 

Senator Aldrich sald today: 

“I can conceive of no _ legislation 
within the power of congress which 
can meet this situation; either in an- 
ticipation of the supreme court’s de- 
cision, or subsequent to it.’’ 

“Unless, perhaps, the repeal of the 
Sherman law?” the questioner sug- 
gested. 

The senator smiled grimly. It was 
evident that he regarded that as out- 
side the domain of possibility. 

Scope of Anti-Trust Cases. 

As for the scope of the anti-trust 
cases before the supreme court, here is 
what Attorney General Wickersham 
said in connection with his motion to 
advance the Standard Oil case to im-

These senators are members of the 
joint congressional committee on print- 
ing and are directed to appear and 
show cause why they should not be 
enjoined from awarding a printing 
contract. 

The senate has decided that the sum- 
mons is an illegal and unwarrantable 
interference with the privileges of the 
senate, and directed its members to 
defy the judicial lightning. The leg- 
islative department does not want the 
judicial department interfering with 
its affairs. Whether Justice Wright 
will charge the venerable’ senators

Bacon Defies Court. 


Senator Bacon, in discussing the 
question, delivered an address on the 
respective rights and privileges of the 
three co-ordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment. 

He said if a court could thus inter- 
fere with a committee of congress 
while engaged in the discharge of ieg- 
islative duties rightfully entrusted to 
such committee, the effect would be 
to ‘make congress subsérvient to the 
courts, and congress might then as 
well cease to exist. 

The rights thus challenged, he in- 
Sisted, were inherent rights and vital 
to the efficient and proper discharge 
of the duties of congress, and the con- 
gress could not permit a decision on 


stich matters by any other department 
of the government. If any one had a 
grievance on matters of national leg- 
islation, he showed that the proper 


course would be to come to congress.

The senate’s action is a cool invita- 
tion to the supreme court of the dis- 
trict to go as far as it likes. Senator 
Crawford, in advocating the nonap- 
pearance of senators. tomorrow, said 
whatever judgment the court might 
enter would be beyond tts power, be- 
cause it had no jurisdiction on the 
subject matter, and that being 
it would make no difference whether 
there was any appearance or not. 

The proceedings grew out of a suit 
instituted by the Valley Paper (Com- 
pany, of Holyoke, Mass., as the result 
of the committee's award of a contract 
for furnishing paper for the govern- 
ment printing office. 

Why Senate Is Defiant. 

The refusal of the senate was based 
upon the plea of the constitutional 
prerogatives of members of congress. 
The senate took the position that as 
it was a co-ordinate branch of the gOv- 


ernment, the court had no right to in- 
terfere with its business affairs.

Cherry, Ills., February 10.—Surviv- 
ing relatives of the nearly three hun- 
dred miners killed in the. St. Paul 
mine are tonight discussing an effort 
by the St. Paul Coal Company to set- 
tle out of court all damage suits re- 
sulting from last November's mine 
fire. The proposal for settlements 
was brought to Cherry today by 
State’s Attorney Eckert, of Bureau 
county. 

It is proposed to pay a mintmum 
sum of $800 to relatives of unmarried 
men, and a maximum amount of $1,200 
to widows with six or mofe children, 
the money to be paid immediately the 
interested persons sign a quit claim 


receipt. It was announced to those 
sounded on the subject that the com- 
pany was not guilty of any criminal] 
negligence; that, as its capital was 
only $350,000, it could not be held for 
more than that amount, and that the 
present offer was made to avoid the 
delay of litigation. 

It is planned by the St Paul Coal 
Company, it was announced, to mort- 
gage the Cherry mine for $300,000 to 
pay the damages contemplated under 
the company’s proposal of settlement. 
Heirs of rescuers who died in their at- 
tempt to save lives of miners would 
also share in. the settlement money.

Negro Is Captured. 

Officers from Tampa hastened to the 
scene.in automobiles, and, securing 
bloodhounds, were soon on the trail of 
the negro. Half a hundred men on 
horseback also took up the chase, but 
the sheriff's posse was first to sight 
the fugitive, which probably saved 
s®mmary punishment being visited on 
him. When sighted the negro had a 
gun which he had taken from the E]l- 
lerbee home. When commanded to 
halt, he started to shoot, but the of- 
ficers fired first, one of the bullets 
piercing his thigh. Another went 
through the two barrels of the gun. 

The negro was placed in an auto- 
mobile and hurried to Harney, a small 
station sevéfal miles distant. Antici- 
pating that the roads would be watch- 
ed by the infuriated citizens, who out- 
numbered the officers ten to one, the 
latter took a wide detour and arrived 
here with their prisoner at 6 o'clock 
and lodged him.safely in jail. 

Under Heavy Guard. 

He is now under heavy guard and 
it is hardly probable that any violence 
will be attempted, for the present at 
least. 

Mrs. Ellerbee tells a story revolting 
in detail. She was in the yard at the 
time the negro arrived, and was the 
only person about the house. The ne- 
gro asked for a drink of water and 
permission to sit down and rest.

Why Texas Abolished Bucket Shops. 

At the morning session, D. J. Neill, 
of Texas, made a Statement, telling of 
the action of Texas in driving out the 
bucket shops from the state and the 
function of the Houston and Galveston 
exchanges in quoting prices. No gam- 
bling, he said, was permitted on these 
exchanges. He said farmer union 
lodges in twenty-eight states were 
asking relief from exchange gambling 
in agricultural products.

Parker, delivered yesterday, Mr. Cone 
said, like most other mill men, he was 
usually a bear.

Mr. Cone described himself as a spot 
rotton dealer, a stockholder in various 
mills, a member of “all the cotton ex- 
ehanges of the world,” and the han- 
fler of over $4,000,000 worth of spot 
rotton annually. 

The sessions today were devoted to 
closing arguments by the advocates of 
the proposed legislation to prohibit 
fealing in futures in the exchanges 
and boards, and to the argument of 
Mr. Cone. Former President Hubbard, 
of the New York cotton exchange, and 
George W. Neville, of that body, were 
among the opponents of the measure, 
while Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, and Representatives Burleson of 
Texas, Hardwick of Georgia and Sims 
of Tennessee were among the out- 
siders who occasionally prompted the 
giving of information. 

The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow, and on February 18 the com- 
mittee will hear a delegation from the 
American Association of Grain Ex- 
changes. 

When He Selis and Buys. 

Mr. Cone said his practice as a large 
flealer is to sell more heavily when th 
market is up, and to buy more heavl! 
when the market is going down; that 
that unusual practice was based on 
pure calculation, mot on Iluck or 
chance. 

“I do not defend gambling,” he ex- 
plained, “I am an old bachelor, some 
of you others are married, but I have 
never even taken that chance. I think 
this whole matter before the commit- 
tee is a matter of ethics, and one for 
the preachers to deal with.” 

“It was common report recently,” 
suggested Chairman Scott, “that Mr. 
Patten, of the Chicago exchange, came 
down to New York and picked $5,000,- 
000 out of the New York cotton market. 
If that !s true, who paid for that 
profit?” 

“Much of that money was lost in 
both a legitimate and an illegitimate 
way, as commerce runs,” answered Mr. 
Cone evasively. 

“Why is it that such a boon to the 
cotton trade as a future market,” in- 
quired Mr. Scott, “has not evoluted in 
_the iron business, newspaper business, 
hay, or other lines of industry?” 

Mr. Cone did not furnish much in- 
formation on this point, but declared 
he would make more money if the ex- 
changes were abolished, although he 
did not favor any such step. He charac- 
terized the mill men as “the worst 
pessimists I ever knew.” 

Commission on Cotton Transactions. 

Mr. Cone said the tommission gen- 
erally paid on cotton transactions is 
$15 per one hundred bales, though, be- 
cause'of his large business, he got one- 
half of the brokerage commission. 

“There are, I believe, one hundred 
million bales ef cotton dealt in an- 
nually by the New York cotton ex- 
change?” suggested Mr. Scott. Before 
Mr. Cone could reply, Mr. Neville ex- 
plained with some feeling: 

“With all due deference to this com- 
mittee, I consider that is a matter of 
estimate, and there is no way of get- 
ting at the figures.” 

The chairman dropped the subject 
for the present, his purpose being to 
show the radical difference between 
the transaction on “change” and the 
actual number of bales. Mr. Cone re- 
ferred to the Galveston exchange as a 
dead letter, and said that if the fu- 
ture transactions were inhibited, all 
the exchanges would be dead letters. 

“There is more honor in Wall street,”’ 
he volunteered, “and in Beaver street 
than there !s in the heart of the coun- 
gS

Knight 7, Spence 62, Rodden- 
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AND LAUDS TAFT 
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Former Senator Hates 
President’s Policies, But 
Likes Him as a Man. 


New York, February 10.—With praise 
for the president and censure for his 
corporation policies, John C. Spooner, 
formerly United States senator from 
Wisconsin, crittcised tonight the pro- 
posed federal incorporation act before 
an attentive audience of 500 members 
of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation. 

“President Taft,” said Mr. Spooner, 
“{s one of the noblest men ever placed 
in high office. He wants to do what 
is best for the country, but he has a 
difficult legacy. I don’t know how he 
is to work it out, but I do know that 
it must not be worked out along lines 
that will revolutionize the government 
of this country or violate the constitu- 
tion. 

“As solemniy as if I were speaking 
under oath, I state the opinion that, 
under our constitution, congress can- 
not establish corporations, except for 
the District of Columbia. It is a new 
theory that congress may create cor- 
porations that can enter a state to do 
business whether the state wants them 
or not. Bome of the big fellows hail 
this proposal with delight. 

“The business of ninety million peo- 
ple eannot be long prosecuted under 
sovernment espionage. There are 
400,000 corporations in the United 
States. How many of these can be 
pointed to as possible violators of the 
law? I venture to say not more than 
fifty. 

“The trade secrets of business have 
always been regarded as their own in 
every country, yet it is thought today 
that they need to be brought into the 
archives of the government. 

“There has been generated a sus- 
picion of all business associations, but 
I say there never was a time in this 
country when the standard among 
business men was so high as now. The 
prejudice against corporations is work- 
ing harm te the business interests of 
the country.”

fostering antagonism in religion. 

“IT have been called to task,” he said,

not believe in the inspired trustworth- 
iness of the Scripture as the word of 
God. The same affirmation might be 
made and still strongly, respecting 
many of the institutions of learning 
under avowedly Christian control.

Washington, February. 10.—(SpeciaL) 
In the river and harbor bill to be re- 
ported to the house, Representatives 
Edwards, Brantley, Adamson and Leé, 
all had pet projects taken care of, al- 
though the total appropriation carried 
will not exceed $40,000,000. Mr. Ed- 
wards is a mémber of thé committee, 
and did good work in urging the Geor- 
gia items in the bijl upon the atten- 
tion of the committee. 

Although it was conceded that the 
river and harbor work at Savannah 
and Rrunswick would be carried for- 
ward, the generous provisions for the 
seventh and fourth districts came as 
a very agreeable’ surprise to Repre- 
sentatives Lee and Adamson.

To improve the river between Rome 
and Lock No. 4, in Alabama, $52,000 is 
provided.

This decision is most important in 
that it finally determines the right of 
the KE. M. F. Company to contract with 
agents and dealers direct for the sale 
of the BH. M. F. 30 and Flanders 20 
automobiles, and confirms the exclu- 
sive rights of dealers and agents who 
have contracted with the E. M. F. 
company since December 9, when the 
Studebaker sales contract was rescind- 
ed by President Flanders. 

Judge Swan's decision has been anx- 
iously awaited for several weeks by 
hundreds of automobile dealers and 
agents on whom it ts far-reaching In 
its effect. 

Its immediate result will be to com. 
pel Studebaker to refund dealers di- 
posits amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars which they have been 
withholding in hopes of forcing the 
E. M. F. Company, through the suit 
just decided, to deliver cars through 
them. Being unable to obtain E. M. F. 
or Flanders cars, Studebakers will, of 
course, have no alternative but to can- 
cei all contracts they have made for 
the sale of these cars either to indi- 
vidual buyers direct or through 
dealers.

Considerable disappointment must have come to those who predicted, 
when the present convict law, placing the entire convict forces of the 
state upon the public roads, was enacted, that the enthusiasm then shown 
wolild be short-lived and, after a year of trial, many counties would drop 


off the list of road developers. 
Two events of the week have not only developed the fallacy of that 


prediction, but have demonstrated the growing interest in the work and 


the expanding enthusiasm for better. roads. 

The splendid representation of Georgia counties at the recent meeting 
here of the Georgia Federation -of Road Authorities, and the spirit shown 
by the delegates at*the meeting, is indicative of the fact that the good 
roads movement is here both to stay and to grow. 

’ Georgia's county commissioners attend these meetings, not for pleasure, 
but to learn, though so deep is their interest in the work that the acquire- 
thent of beneficial knowledge becomes a. pleasure to them. 

The federation could not have done better than re-elect as its president 
Judge. W. R. Eve, of Augusta, whose reputation as a builder of roads is 
not local,. but national; a man who not only has the road-building spirit, 
but the power of communicating it to others. 

Every county in Georgia should be represented in these federation 
meetings; the information and knowledge there gained may mean to them 
both the attainment of better results and the saving of money through more 
effective and economical operation. 

The other significant incident is announcement of the fact that every 
one of seventy-five counties which have, so far, made application to the

Owing to a previous engagement, Hon. 
Richard H. Edmonds, of Baltimore, 
editor of The Manufacturers’ Record. 
was unable to. accept invitation to 
make a speech before the annual ban- 
quet of the Macon chamber of com- 
merce, but his reply to the invitation 
was read before the banquet, and 
proved one of the féatures of the oc- 
casion. 

Among other things, . Mr. 
wrote: 


“The south is beginning to feel the 
cumulative effects of the work which 
its people have been doing for the last 
thirty years. The southward trend 
of men and money, the awakened in- 
terest throughout the United States in 
the resources and possibilities of the 
scuth, is not the outcome of any work 
of the last few years. It is the cu- 
mulative work of the last thirty years. 

“When about 1880 the south, rising 
from the wreck and ruin of the wat 
and the reconstruction period, worse 
in its dire effects than war itself, be- 
gan the revival of the industria) inter- 
ests so rudely shattered by that strug- 
gle, it aroused the sentimental inter- 
ests of the country, and to a certain 
extent sentiment played a large part 
in southern progress during the next 
ten years. 

“That sentimental side of southern de- 
velopment, however. passed away when 
the strain came in 1891 and 1892 with 
the Baring failure and the great de- 
pression in cotton which began about 
that time. This section then had to 
face a long period of agricultural pov- 
erty and industrial stagnation, the lat- 
ter coming with great severity after 
the panic of 1893. 


Conditions Improved. 


“With the coming of higher prices 
or cotton in 1901 and 1902, agricul- 
fural conditions improved. Gradually 
the farmers found themselves in bet- 
ter financial shape than for years, able 
to pay off in the aggregate hundreds 
of millions of mortBage and crop lien 
indebtedness. 

“Then they felt the stimulation which 
comes with freedom from debt and an 
irecreasing bank account. Farm lands 
which had been depreciating in value 
Ziadually began to show a steady in- 
crease. In the past nine years the as- 
sessed value of property in the south 
has risen to $9,560,000,000. an: amount 
three times as great as the assessed 
value in 1880, more than twice as great 
as the assessed value in 1890, and &0 
per cent greater than the assessed val-

in Gilmer county, Georgia, was sold 
tcday to T. H. Tabor, of this place, by 
the executors of the estate of Colonel 
Stephen C Tate, late owner of the 
Georgia Marble Works, and Judge J. 
Cc. Allen. of Ellijay, Ga. 

The White Path Mineral Springs 
have long been famous a8 a Summer 
resort, with many celebrated springs 
of free stone and mineral water. The 
waters from these springs were reé- 
ecertiy analyzed by the state gological 
survey and pronounced pure. The 
mountains near by: are shown by the 
naps of the United States geological 
survey to be more than two thousand 
feet higher than the railroad station 
a~ Asheville, N. C., the mecca of sum- 
mer resorts, thus insuring coo! nights, 
an invigorating climate and plenty of 
ozone in the atmosphere. 

The gol4 mines at White Path were 
discovered by A. B. Holt in 1847. The 
gold reports of the state geological 
survey tell of nuggets of gold taken 
from this mine two of which weighed 
sixteen hundred pennyweights, worth 
$1,600. It is reported that more than 
$.,000,000 have been taken out of this 
placer mine, although no vein has yet 
been discovered, which fed this mine.

It has been the policy of the govern- 


ment to select a few extreme in- 
starices of great combinations appar- 
ently controlling the greater part of 
trade and commerce in a particular 
line of industry, and to make them 
tests of the full meaning and applica- 
tion of the statute. The Standard Oil 
case is the most important of all these 
cases, affecting as it does the widest 
range of combinations and contracts 
which may be claimed to offend against 
the act of congress. Under the oircum- 
stances, and as this act, in its general 
scope, affects an enormous number of 
pusiness and industria! organizations 
throughout the country, it is of mo- 
mentous public importance that this 
court shall define and apply the act in 
reference te this character of organiza- 
tion,” . 
Wall Street Is Anxious. 

The proverbially delicate relation 
which “the market,” ““Wall street’”’ and 
the financial world generally bear to 
the news and gossip of the three great 
branches of the government, make it 
superfiuous to point out the effect 
which the decisions of the supreme 
court, one way or the other, in these 
great cases will certainly have in the 
field of finance. Almost pathetic is 
the eagerness with which those here 
who are in communication with “the 


market” clutch at every crumb of news |

in his incubator with blood taken from 
a typhoid patient in Kansas City hos- 
pital, that it remained absolutely 
sterile of typhoid and contained no 
typhoid germs. 

After it was decided that the bodies

Took Capsule and Died. 

Dr. Hyde prescribed for Colonel 
Swope during the latter’s illness. The 
patient was given a digestive capsule 
on October 3. Twenty minutes later, 
while reading a newspaper, he went 
into convulsions. His neck and iimbs 
stiffened and he groaned in great pain. 
He rallied long enough to say: “I wish 
I had not taken that medicine.” 

Then with greater effort the dying 
man gasped: “I wish I were dead.” 

He died a few minutes later. 

Miss Kellar, a nurse, was alone with 
Colonel Swope when the convulsions 
began. She said the patients face 
was pale throughout and that she was 
amazed upon hearing the malady had 
been diagnosed as apoplexy. 

Only two days before, James Hunton, 
Colonel Swope’s cousin and named as 
an executor of the Swope will, had 
in the presence of 
several persons.

Dr. Bennett Clarke Hyde is the son 
of Rev. Br. G. W. Hyde, a retired Bap- 
tist minist of Lexington, Mo. Dr.

Spitzer’s application for admission 
to bail pending appeal was denied and 
arrangements were made to take him 
to begin serving his term.

“The sugar trust made a scapegoat 
of me. It deserted me absolutely and 
ruined me after I served it faithfully 
for twenty-nine years. 

“I started with the trust in 1880 as a 
boy and by industry worked my way 
up, step by step, until I became supef- 
intendent of docks at Williamsburg. 

“It has been reported that Il was re- 
ceiving big pay from the trust. As a 
matter of fact I got a salary of $b a 
week. The expenses of this trial have 
cut into my savings and left me prac- 
tically a ruined man.

UNCERTAIN TONE 
OF STOCK MARKET 


Attributed to Violence of Move- 
ment That Carried Prices 
Up on Wednesday. 


New York, February 19.—The uncer- 
tein tone which developed in today’s 
stock market wag*a natural conse- 
quence of the rapidity of the recovery 
of the day before. The suddenness 
and violence of that movement car- 
ried prices away from the level which 
bad been the attraction for the kind 
of buying which proved an effectual 
check to the unbridled activity of the 
bears, The bears themselves covered 
an important part of their require- 
ments in the hasty buying of Wednes- 
Cay and thus reduced a potential sup- 
porting force in the market. With 
that demand partly satisfied, there 
emerged the fact that speculation 
lacked an aggressive leadership in the 
upward movement. There began to 
come back upon the market the gtocks 
which had been bought for purposes 
of support in the period when the 
downward movement was checked and 
turned. These symptoms in the mar- 
ket did not matertally alter the con- 
viction that great progress had been 
made in clearing up the situation and 
in strengthening the technical pos!- 
tion. The opinion was held still that 
investment demand had appeared at the 
lew range of prices, attracted by the 
rate of return out of profits on shares 
and calculated to absorb the floating 
market supply of stocks. The process 
of accumufttion of speculative holders 
by the larger class of operators was 
believed, also, to have set in. The 
halt in the recovery and the lack of 
aggressive action towards bidding up 
prices was read as an indication of 
a desire on the part of the important 
financial interests to continue their ac- 
cumulation without too rapid a rise in 
prices. That a degree of confusion ex- 
ists vet in the professional sentiment 
towards the market ts obvious. from 
the mixed advices sent out by commis- 
sfon houses to their clients. Signs of 
renewed selling from time to time to- 
day gave rise to the supposition that 
liquidation remained to be completed 
in spots. The reduction in official dis- 
ecunt rates both by the Bank of Eng- 
lend and the Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many and the large recuperation 
shown by the weekly return of the 
Rank of France made the foretgn in- 
fiuence on the market all in favor of 
high prices. Buying orders for stocks 
for foreign account were on a cons:d- 
erable scale. An appreciable absorp- 
tion of railroad bonds for account of 
French investors also was reported. 

The statistics for January of the 
Copper Producers’ Assoctation were 
much more favorable than had been 
anticipated. A smal! reduction in the 
output of the metal was accompanied 
by larger deliveries for domestic con- 
sumption and export than for any 
month of last year, the surplus stocks 
being reduced in consequence of up- 
wards of 43,000,000 pounds to 98,463,- 
339 pounds. The rate at which the ex- 
perts of the metal are going into 
in warehouses abroad, rather 
than into consumption, modifies the 
advantage of the position. Business 
for the current month also is believed 
not to be holding fully at the January 
rete. For these reasons, the effect 
of the showing on copper industrials 
was neutralized. 

Some impression wag made on spec- 
ulative sentiment by publishers’ opin- 
fons of business recession in other 
branches of trade. An interview with 
President Albert J. Earling, of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, in that 
scnse, caused discussion, 

The resumption of interest payments 
on the Peoria and Eastern income 
berds, a subsidiary company of the 
Cieveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St 
Leuis, was regarded as significant of 
dividend policy on the part of influen- 
tial financial authorities. The reten- 
tion of the former dividend rate by the 
Southern Pacific directors was not un- 
e: pected. The cross currents in the 
fral price movements were fairly il- 
lustrative of the day’s market as a 
whole.

ICE CREAM CASE 


City Cannot Prohibit Sale 
of Ice Cream Unless 
Unhealthy.

The state court of appeals reversed 
Recorder Broy.es yesterday in the case 
of Rigbers v. the City of Atlanta and 
held that t!:e city has no right to pr-- 
hibit by ordinance tne sale of ice 
cream unless it is shown to be deleterl- 
ous to health. 

Under the milk 
sale of fruit cream with 
10 per cent of butter fats and of plain 
ice cream with less than 12 per cent of 
butter fats is prohibited. Mr. Rigbers 
was convicted in recorder’s court of 
selling ice cream containing silghtly 
less than 10 per cent of butter fats. 
He offered evidence to show that the 
ingredients of the vream were pure 
and that it was in no wise de-ere:ious 
to health, but this was not aJmitieéa 
by the recorder, 

The supreme court holds that this 
portion of tne ordinance relating to 
ice cream 1s invalid, as the city has no 
authority to forbid the sale vf ice 
cream, which is more or less of a lux- 
ury, unlessit be shown thatit contains 
ingredients which might endange; the 
health of the person partaking of it. 

It is- held that even if the city had 
the right to prescribe what shall he 
sold as “standard” ice cream, 
the court appears to doubt, it woula 
still have no right to prohibit the sa‘e 
altogether of ice cream coming below 
the standard, unless it was unsanitary 
' or dangerous to health.
